ATLANTA BREEDING 
DEADLY DISEASES 


Dumping Grounds are Producing 
. Flies by the Million, 


Health Officer Kennedy Scores 
the City Officials for Their 
Failure to Provide a Crema- 
tory—Mayor Winn Is Taking 
Great Interest in Matter. 


“The city of Atlanta is an official 
breeder of files, and, therefore, an offi- 
cial breeder of disease.’’ 

So declares Dr. J. P. Kennedy, 


health officer. # 

Dr. Kennedy says that the eighteen 
dumping grounds scattered around in 
residence localities are breeding every 
day files by the million, and these flies, 
reeking with the filth from their gar- 
bage birthplaces, are entering the 
homes of the people and carrying dis- 
ease with them. 

While the city government of At- 
lanta forces the people by law to pro- 
vide gatf®age cans and air-tight recep- 
tacles for manure and to keep their 
backyards clean in order that flies and 
vermin cannot breed, this same city 
government is itself breeding the dis- 
ease-spreading fly. 

Violates its Own “Lawa. 


In other words, the city government 
by its neglect to take care of the city 
garbage, is flagrantly violating its 
own health laws. 

“There may be no way to criminally 
prosecute the city government for vio- 
lating its own health laws,” states a 
member of the board of heaith, “but we 
can present the evidence and then let 
the finance committee of council ap- 
pear before the bar of public opinion. 
The people shall hear the evidence and 
the people, who démand, above ajll 
things, that their health and lives shall 
be protected, will be the jury to render 
the verdict.’ 

Atlanta's public health officer, the 
physician paid to look after the fealth 
of the community, says that every 
dumping ground in the city, and there 
are eighteen of them located . hear 
homes and public schools, is a daily 
menace to the health of the commu- 
nity because files and bacteria breed 
in these dumphills by the millions and 
millions each day. The flies, he says, 
are bred at the dumping ground, and 
from there they enter the homes ali 
over the cit. 

Is Criminal Negligence. 

“What is the use of the health de- 
partment trying to enforce the laws 
regarding garbage,’ said Dr. Kennedy, 
“when the city itself becomes a daily 
breeder of flies? We are doing the 
best we can, but I want to say as a 
public official that the time has come 
when every day's delay in taking care 
of the sarbage situation is not very 
short of criminal negligence. If a 
straight, direct appeal to council and 
the finance committee does not have 
the right effect, then the people them- 
selves must rise up and demand that 
their health and lives be protected. I 
believe, however, that the finance com- 
mittee of council now fully realises the 
urgent need for immediate action, and 
that a sufficient appropriation will be 
made in the June apportionment sheet 
to begin tire building of a new crema- 
tory at once.” 

Location of a Crematory. 

As has been stated in The Constitu- 
tion, Mayor Winn and several members 
of council are advocating the location of 
the new crematory on the site of one 
of the sewage disposal plants. The 
plan is being suggested to haul the 
garbage from the city to the crema- 
tory in large auto trucks, which can 
be specially constructed for the hand- 
ling of refuse matter. With a good 
road to the crematory one of these 
“ug, 3 auto trucks can do the work of 
a iarge number of carts, and much 
more effectively. 

The resolution by . Alderman Van 
Dyke, which provides for a _ special 
commission of five to build a new cre- 
matory, will probably be acted upon 
by council at ite next meeting on Mon-

MORSE WILL BE TOLD

Efforts to obtain a statement, 
directly or indirectly, from 
Charles W. Morse regarding the 
action of President Taft upon his 
application for clemency met 
with failure last night. 

Warden Moyer, of the federal 
prison, stated that under no cir- 
cumstances would the rules of 
the penitentiary allow Morse to 
give out any interview or state- 
ment on any subject whatsoever. 

The first intimation Ahe warden 
had of the action taken by Presi- 
dent Taft was conveyed to him 
by The Constitution, and it will 
be through The Constitution 
Thursday that he will learn that 
his appeal to the president for 
clemency has failed.

‘Washington, May 24.—President Taft 
tonight denied the applications for the 
pardon of Charles W. Morse, of New 
York, and John R. Walsh, of Chicago, 
the two most prominent bankers ever 
convicted and sent to federal peniten- 
tiaries under the national banking 
laws. 

Not only did the president refuse to 
pardon either Morse or: Walsh, but he 
also declined, at thid time, to exercise 
any other sort of executive clemen¢y in 


‘these cases or to shorten the sentences 


imposed upon the two men. — 

No Favors to Rich Men. 
In denying the pardons, the presi- 
dent took a firm stand that the na- 
tional banking laws or any other laws 
must be upheld when they affect the 
rich man even more than when they 


affect the poor. The record in the 
Walsh case, tne president said in a 
long opinion, “shows moral turpitude 
of that insidious and dangerous kind, 
to punish which the national banking 
laws were especially enacted.” 

In considering the case of Morse, 
the president said that “from a con- 
sideration of the facts in each case, I 
haye no doubt that Morsé should have 
received a heavier sentence than 
Walsh. Indeed, the methods taken by 
Morse tend to show that more keehly 
than Walsh did he realize the evil of 
what he was doing.” 

In his opinion in the Walsh case, the 
president protested against the failure 
to discriminate between legitimate 
business and improper gain. 

Mad Rush to Wealth. 

“The truth is,” said he, “that in the 
mad rush for wealth in the last few 
decades, the lines between profit from 
legitimate business and improper gain 
from undue use of trust control over 
other people’s property and money has 
sometimes been dimmed, and the inter- 
est of society requires that whenever 
epportunity offers, those charged with 
ihe enforcement of the law should em- 
phasize the distinction between honest 
business and dishonest breaches. of 
trust.” 

The president's denial of the pardon 
applications of Morse and Walsh does 
not mean that they must stay in prison 
until the end of their terms. Walsh 
began a sentence of five years in the 
Leavenworth penitentiary in January, 
1910, and under the federal parole law, 
is eligible for parole next September, 
the president’s action tonight having 
no bearing whatever upon future ap- 
plication for parole. 

Morse May Renew Application. 

Morse began his fifteen-year term 
in the Atlanta penitentiary in Janu- 
ary. 1910, also. In denying his appli- 
cation, the president granted leave to 
renew it after January 1, 1913. Under 
the parole law Morse would be eligible 
for release in 1915. 

Both Morse and Walsh made strong 
efforts to have the president exercise 
clemency. He was besieged by friends 
and attorneys of both men. Mrs. Morse 
got up a monster petition, which was 
signed by scores of members of con- 
gress and other prominent persons, and 
former Senator Hale, of Maine, did 
much in her behalf. The pleas of ill- 
health and reimbursement of all de- 
positiors in the Morse and Walsh banks 
were made in both cases. 

Both applicationg were scanned 
closely at the department of justice by 
Attorney General Wickersham and his 
assistants, and both were read with 
care by the president himself. His ac- 
tion tonight was in accord with the 
recommendations of Mr. Wickersham. 

Taft om the Waish Case. 

In denying the Walsh application, 

the president said in part:

La Follette Says Country Will 
Be Appalled When Extent of 
Corruption Is Shown---Lum- 
berman Hines Pilloried as a 
Lobbyist for Lorimer---Taft’s 
Name Used to Aid Lorimer. 


/Washington, May 24.—Revelations 
concerning the election of Senator Lor- 
imer of Illinois may be expected as the 
result of a second investigation into 
the bribery charges against him if the 
predictions made by Senator La Follette 
in the delivery today of the third in- 
stallment of his argument in support 
of his resolution of inquiry, are realiz- 
ed. 

Mr. La Follette prophesied that twice 
more than the $100,000 heretofore al- 
leged_ to have been used would be 
found to have been spent in Lorimer’s 
behalf. 

He said President Taft's name had 
been used in Lorimer’s behalf and re- 
iterated that Lorimer had had personal 
cognizance of the use of money in his 
behalf. 

Shocking Facts Expected. 

“There is a mine of facts which I ven- 
ture to predict will be opened up and 
which will be more shocking and ap- 
palling than any that has-yet been re- 
vealed,” he declared. 

Mr. La Follette quoted from the tes- 
timony given by Edward Hines, a Chi- 
cago lumberman befere the Lorimer 
investigating committee of the Illinois 
legislature, regarding Mr. Hines inter- 
views with United States Senators Ald- 
rich and Penrose, in which Mr. Hines 
said Mr. Aldrich repeatedly had im- 
pressed upon him the importance of 
Lorimer's election and had. told him 
President Taft was especially concern- 
ed in Lorimer’s behal?. 

Referring to the Hines statement con- 
cerning a long distance telephone con- 
versation between Washington and 
Springfield, held by Hines with Lorimer 
pending the election at Springfield, Mr. 
La Follette said that at Lorimer’s re- 
quest Hines had telegraphed to Lorimer 
the substance of his telephone repre- 
sentations to him. This telegram could 
and should be procured, he said. 

Taft's Name Used to Aid Lorimer. 

Saying that this conversation had 
been teld to present to Lorimer the 
vresident’s alleged solicitude that ha 
should make the race, Mr. La Follette 
said: 

“There is no proof that the president 
was interfering, but I think there was 
a scheme to put Lorimer through, and 
it was Belleved that the use of the 
president’s name would be potential. 
There is no doubt that his name was 
used in a telegram and no dotbt that 
it ‘was uSed behind locked doors and 
drawn screens. It helped to influence 
members who could not be reached 
otherwise.” 

Discussing Hines’ activity in the Lor- 
imer campaign, which was accounted 
for on the ground that Lorimer would 
favor a duty on lumber, Mr. La Follette 
said that during the last Lorimer in- 
vestigation by the senate, Hines was 
much in evidence about the capitol at 
Washington. 

“He sought senators at every turn 
and was brazen and impudent in his 
work,” he said. “How he was received 
in all cases I do not know, but I do 
know that in some cases he was re- 
buked.” 


He said Hines had appeared again at 
the opening up of the question this 


session. 
Hines’ Work in Wisconsin. 
Then, evidently referring to the elec- 
tion of Senator Stephenson, of Wiscon- 
sin, though not mentioning his name, 
Mr. La Follette said: 


“In another senatcrial campaign in 
Wisconsin his (Hines) henchmen were 
notoriously active for the successful 
candidate and his principal agent has 
not dared to remain within the bor- 
ders of the state.” , 


Mr. La Follette declared he had no 
persona! feeling in the matter, but his 
motive was to prevent the undermining 
of the government by corrupt influ- 
ences. 

Mr. La Follette quoted much of the 
testimony taken by the Ilinois legis- 
lature to support his contention that 
Lorimer had known of the use of 
money in his interest, and he hoped 
the senate would ‘“‘find the men back 
of this infamy; no matter how high up 
they may be in the financial world.” 
He referred to the interference by 
Judge Petit, of Chicago, in the investi- 
gation of the accounts of E. C. Tilden, 
whom he had characterized as a ‘“‘Lori- 
mer judge.” 

Mr. La Follette will close his speech 
tomorrow by outlining his reasons for 
favoring having a special committee 
conduct the proposed inquiry.

{Lavish Expense Bills Approved 


By Postmaster General 


Three Postmasters Investigat- 
ing Time Devices, Get Rid 
of About $2,000 in Brief 


Period—They Spent About 
$30 a Day for Meals.

Washington, May. 24.—(Special.)— 
The postmastergs of Milwaukee, At- 
lantic City and Tampa, composing the 
special commission appointed by the 
postmaster general in January, 1909, 
to investigate time clock dev'cas, 
spent about six weeks very pleasant- 
ly, according to the expense accounts, 
explained to the house committee on 
expenditures in the postoffice depart- 
ment by two auditors of the depart- 
ment this afternoon. 

Scattered Uncle Sam’s Money. 

‘Thes® gentlemen traveled on the 
fastest trains, used taxicabs at every 
station, went back and forth between 
their homes and various points at will, 
and spent about $2,000 of Uncle Sam's 
money; But they did make a re: »rt 
and effected a saving, it is said. 

David C. Owen, postmaster at Mil- 
waukee, turned in an expense account 
of $665.45; Porctmaster Harry Bacha- 
rack, of Atlantic City, spent $500.94, 
and Postmaster George W. Dean, of 
Tampa, Fla., spent $820.51. 

Breakfast for the investigators in- 
variably cost $1.50 or more éach; 
lunch came to $2, and dinner to $3, 
while each spent about $4 a day for 
rooms at hotels. The average daily 
cost for subsis:ence of Mr. Owen was 
$9.38; that of Mr. Bacharack was 
$8.74 and that of Mr. Dean $10.04. 
The Florida membe> was a good 
spender. Theaudit-- f the postoffice 
department, Mh. Chance, declined to 
allow certain items in the expense ac- 
count, claiming they were “unusual, 
and some of them excessive.” 

Hitchcock Said Pay.

Unanimoushction Taken by

A few days ago it was said 
by the railway officials that the road 
could not grant the increase. The com- 
mittee claims that with the increase 
they demand the firemen would be paid 
wages as high as those paid firemen 
on other first-class. roads. 

When informed of the action of the 
committee, President Finley, of the 
Southern, declined to make any state- 
ment. 

A strike will affect 2,400 men on 9,000 
miles of road.

Unitarian Decide Not to ba 
the Florida Senator, 


Fletcher Was Bitterly At- 
tacked for Voting to Keep 
Lorimer in the Senate, But 
Motion to Strike His Name 
From the Rolls Was Lost. 


Boston, May 24.—Insurgency devel- 
oped today at the annual meetipg of 
the American Unitarian Association 
when,about a third of those present 
followed the lead of the Rev. . John 
Haynes Holmes, of the Church of the 
Messiah of New York, in opposition to 
the election of United States Senator 
Duncan U. Fletcher, of Florida, as one 
of the vice presidents, because of his 
vote last winter on the Lorimer case. 

On a rising vote the motion of Mr. 
Holmes to strike Senator Fletcher's 
name from the lst submitted by the 
nominating committee, was declared 
lost without a formal count. Later in 
the ballot for officers, six of the vice 
president’s elected received 460 votes, 
the total. number cast, while Senator 
Fletcher received 315. 

Debate on Fletcher Hot. 

The Fletcher debate occupied the en- 
tire forenoon and was the most earnest 
affair of its kind ever held by the as- 
sociation. 

The debate began when the nominat- 
ing committee presented its report in 
which Senator Fletcher’s name was 
placed fourth in the lst of eight vice 
presidents. 

Mr. Holmes offered a_ resolution, 
signed by the nine New, York clergy- 
men and 26 of those in and about Bos- 
ton, declaring: 

“In view of the public service attach- 
ed to the name of Senator Fletcher we 
do not_regard him as eligible to leader- 
ship in that form of Christianity 


known as Unitarianism and protest 
against his nomination as vice presi- 
ent.” 


Rev. J. A. Coleman, of Jacksonville, 
Fla., declared that the resolution was 
an attempt to fgsten a new method of 
dogmatism on the Unitarians. . 

“Senator Fletcher voted for Lorimer 
because the evidence against him was 
not sufficient,” said Mr. Coleman. “He 
was actuated by the high sense of mor- 
al and political duty and the people 
of Florida are proud of his record.” 

“If you now repudiate Mr. Fletcher 


the southern churches may repudiate 


what you stand for,” were Mr. Cole- 
man’s closing words. 
He Says Fietcher Stained Self.

WOULD STOP THE SALE 
OF CHURCH AT ROSWELL 


Lc‘ig unable to scttle their differ- 
ences amicably, the members of the 
Methodist church at Roswell have in- 
voked the aid of the court, one faction 
of the board of trustees requesting 
the law restrain the other trustees 
from selling the chuch property. 

G. T. Lyon and H. W. Carpenter, 
trustees, and R. G. Broadwell, J. 8S.

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Lumber Magnate Denies Wrong 
Doing in Lorimer Case, 


Hines ‘Says He Has Done No 
Wrong and Welcomes Inves- 
tigation—He Denounces the 
Newspapers, Alleging That 
They Seek Special Favors. 


Chicago, May 24.—Edward Hines, 
the lumberman named before the Helm 
legislative committee in connection 
with the collection of an alleged $190,- 
000 fund to elect United States Sena- 
tor WilMam Lorimer, today took oc- 
casion before reading his annual ad- 
dress to the National Lumber Manu- 
fact@ers’ Association, of which he is 
president, to defend his acts and to 
flay his accusers. 

No Apology to Offer. 


Mr. Hines said he had ng apology to 
offer to his acts, personally or as an 
officer of the association, and he de- 
fied his opponents and prophesied that 
he would have his “traducers” before a 
tribunal that “was not a grotesque 
travesty on law and justice.” 

Mr. Hines said in part before his ad- 
dress: 

“I deem it proper at the outset to 
say a word respecting certain charges 
that have been made against me and, 
in some instances, against the lumber 
interests, in relation to national.‘af-' 
fairs. 

“I absolutely and unquallfiedly de- 
ny these charges. I am absolutely in- 
nocent of any wrongful acts in these 
matters. 

“TIT shall not only welcome, but I 
shall secure the fullest investigation 
as to my actions in these matters. 
where the sanctions of the law will 
bring out 
falsehood.”’ 

Mr. Hines then attacked newspapers, 
asserting they were foremost of those 
who besieged representatives of the 
people for special privilege. 


He Attacks Reciprocity. 


Plunging into his annual address 
after applause for his opening remarks, 
President Hines attacked President 
Taft's reciprocity plan, saying: 

“A year ago at the New Orleans 
meeting I congratulated you upon 
what I thought was a satisfactory end- 
ing of the tariff campaign, yet now 
we find ourselves again in a renewed 
campaign of the same sort. Again 
lumber is asked largely to bear the 
burden of what is called tariff revision.

PRESIDENT LINDSAY ADDRESSES 
THE RURAL LETTER CARRIERS; 


My Fellow Carriers: The 1911 con- 
vention of the’ Georgia Association will 
be held in Atlanta on July 3 and 4. 
From all indications we will have the 
largest and most successful meeting in 


the truth and eXpose the} 


the history of our organization and it 


.is but natural that we should have a 


great meeting at this particular time. 

On the 4th day of July, we will have 
existed eight years as an organization. 
It is inspiring to see those strong- 
hearted men who organized the Geor- 
gia Division of the Rural Carriers of 
America as they meet each year; as 
also those golden-hearted fellow-work- 
ers, who came so nobly to our rescue 
as the years have passed. And what 
wonders we have done! At the time 
we organized, on July 4, 1903, the ru- 
ral service was but a babe in arms and 
we were receiving a scant fifty dollars 
per month, six hundred dollars per 
year. The very next year after our 
organization was effected our salary 
was raised to sixty dollars per month, 
seven hundred and twenty dollars per 
year, a net increase per year to the 
Georgia carriers of $120,000. Two years 


have been making a fight. against this 
insidious discrimination with which it 
is proposed we shall be treated.’ 

The board of governors of the as- 
sociation adopted a resolution ex- 
pressing confidence in President 
Hines, which was adopted by the as- 
sociation. 


BARRETT FAVORS 
PRIMARY PLAN 


He Thinks Majority of Geor- 
gians Advocate This 
Method. 


That the sentiment of the people ot 
the state is overwhelmingly in favor 
of a primary for the election. of a 
United States senator is the opinion 
of Fermor Barrett, former member of 
the legislature from Stephens county. 

Mr. Barrett was a visitor at the 
capital Wednesday, and, in discussing 
the senatorial situation, he said: 

“T am firmly convinced that fully 
two-thirds of the people of Georgia 
jesire to have a voice in the election of 
a United States senator and that they 
favor a primary rather than election 
by the legislature. 

‘T have studied the situation care- 
fully and not from the standpoint ofa 
partisan, and from the information I 
have gathered a primary is what the 
people desire. 

“The leaders of that wing of the 
party which has committed itself to a 
primary, in giving reasons for not 
calling a primary, declare that the 
people do not desire it; that they are 
tired of elections for the present. I 
fear that in reaching that conclusion 
they interviewed the ‘rigit’ parties, 
or those who would say: ‘Certain lead- 
ers do not wish a primary, therefore 
we do not wish it.’ 

‘Tt appears to me that this is the 
cleanest ‘pick-up’ tmaginable. For 
political reasons a primary is not de- 
sired by certain political leaders of the 
state, for a primary might possibly 
turn awry the trend of the present 
political current, wherefore, no sena- 
torial primary will be held. But it 
isn’t because the people of the. state 
do not want it.’’ 

Mr. Barrett’s opinion regarding the 
attitude of the people on the sena- 
torial primary carries. considerable 
weight, for few even of his political 
opponents have ever charged him with 
biased judgment on important issues 
where the interests of the people are 
at stake. 


POULTRYMEN TO MEET 


later we succeeded in having the de-

Is not that really a magnificent 
showing? And yet our work for the 
service is but just begun. 

Our superior officers in the depart- 
ment at Washington have extended us 
and are extending every courtesy pos- 
sible, and have co-operated with us at 
all times in our every effort to better 
our branch of the service. 

Should not every carrier in our great 
state be a part of our great organized 
body? 4Is it not his duty as a carrier 
to be? Is it not his duty as a man to 
give us his personal and financial sup- 
port? Unquestionably so. Brother 
workmen, my work is done. When the 
Georgia state convention for this year 
shall have passed I will have com- 
pleted my eighth year in the organi- 
zation. I feel that I have done what I 
could for the betterment of my fellow- 
workers. The work in Georgia must 
fall on other shoulders, more able, pos- 
sibly, but certainly not more willing, 
than my own. 

Put your shoulders to the wheel, my 
friends; your services will be as badly 
needed in the future to retain what 
you have as they have been invaluable 
in the securing of these same conces- 
sions in the past. 

The Georgia dues are only $1.50 per 
year, and ‘this includes everything—no 
assessments, no increase, and a posi- 
ble reduction at our coming meeting. 

I make, at this time, a personal call 
on every carrier in the state to meet 
in county, or district convention. on 
the 30th inst. and elect delegates to 
the state convention, Every white car- 
rier in the state is entitled to a seat 
and vote in the coming convention; 
provided, he is in good standing. And 
if a district or county meet and elect 
delegates, those delegates can cast the 
entire vote of the district less those 
individual members who attend. So 
you are sure of representation.

FORREST & GEORGE ADAIR 
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Fears Direct Election of Sen- 
alors Means Ruin, 


Washington, May 24.—Senator Borah 
of Idaho, author of the resolution pro- 
viding for the direct election of sena- 
tors, which is now the unfinished bus- 
iness of the senate, announced today 
that after tomorrow he would press 
he censideratian of the resolution with- 
out interruption to its conclusion. 

This announcement came after Sena- 
tor Borah had been constrained to 
withdraw a motion that the senate 
meet at hoon tomorrow instead of two 
o'clock, the time fixed some time ago, 
and after Senator Stone, of Missouri, 
had complained that the finance, census 
and privileges and elections committees 
had bills before them which were be- 
ing delayed an dshould be reported out. 

Heyburn Is Fearful. 

Senator Heyburn, of Idaho, predicted 
dire consequenges which might befall 
the country if the direct election 
amendment to the constitution were 
made in the form and manner provided 
for in the Borah resolution. He decried 
this as a “day of changes,” when peo- 
ple were clamoring for changes of all 
sorts “even of the ten commandments.” 
He feared the day might come when'the 
people would call a constitutional con- 
vention which would rewrite the entire 
constitution of the United States. He 
spoke against the adoption of the re- 
call. 


Fears Downfall of States. 

Senator Heyburn declared that the 
Borah resolution, by not requiring the 
state legislatures to fix the time, 
place and manner of electing senators, 
might at some time compel the na- 
tional government, through inaction of 
the states, to :ssume control of these 
states, as if they were territories. He 
asserted that it is not the people 
themselves who are demanding elec- 
tion. 

He asserted that these state legis- 
latuesr which had petitionedfor popu- 
lar elections acted without due con- 
sidgration, “in response te the ap- 
peals of the selfish interests of self- 
serving men.” | 

Martine Protests. 

“TT protest,” said Mr. Martine, the 
new senator from New Jersey, rising 
suddenly. “That is not the case. 
Every democratic and every repub- 
lican convention, county and state, re- 
cently held in New Jersey have une- 
quivocally demanded the change while 
the ‘interests’ have opposed it.”’ 

Mr. Heyburn cxplained that by “in- 
terests” he had not meant to classify 
the people as rich and poor.

Agreement Between the Re- 
tailers and the Wholesalers 
Is Exposed. 


St. Louis, May 24.—W. G. Hollis,

' The agreement, Hollis testified, was 
ratified by the Yellow Pine Manufac- 
turers’ Association in October, 1904, 
ana was abolished in April, 1905, on 
advice of attorneys. He denied that 
the attorneys had advised the associa- 
tion it went beyond the law. He also 
denied that the one bulletin the as- 
sociation’ Issued was a blacklist and 
gave as the reason for discontinuance 
that it was too expensive to handle. 

George K. Smith, secretary of the 
Yollow Pine Association, shortly be- 
fore he was excused for the day, testi- 
fiea he had sent agents, to talk “cut 
ang shipment” to manufacturers not in 
the association and the benefits de- 
rivea from its membership.

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A CUP THAT’S MURDEROUS. 


A bill to be introduced by Dr. George Brown, representative 
from Fulton, at the forthcoming session of the general assembly, 
provides for the abolition of the public drinking cup. 

The bill ought to become a law. The sole excuse for the pub- 
lic drinking cup is found in ignorance or indifference. Aside from 
its essential uncleanliness, its peril is deadly. 

If you have a friend who is a bacteriologist, ask him’to make 
this simple and convincing test: Take a stain from the lip of a 
public drinking sup, or put the lip itself under the laboratory micro- 
scope. If theycup is*used by any considerable number of people, the 
result will be‘discouraging to your peace of mind the next time you 
are called upon to use one of these abominations. 

For you will see swarms of disease-breeding bacteria probably 
of three-fourths of the diseases common to localities. If you come 
along and use the cup after the man or the woman infected, you will 


resisting power, the absence of the slightest cut on your lip that 
might absorb the poison, or the mildness of the bacillus. 

You can depend on none of these safeguards. Sometime or an- 
other it is likely your vitality will be below par: your mouth or 
lip may be almost imperceptibly scratched, or the germ culture on 
the lip of the cup ufusually virulent In either case—it is you for 
a doctor's bill, if nothing more.serious. 

In an age the dominant keynote of which is conservation of 
public and private health, the public drinking cup is a murderous 
anachronism. It ought to be evicted with the least possible delay. 
The trifling expenditure entailed by individual cups does not for a 
moment weigh against the incalculable toll exacted of those who 
neglect sanitary precautions as they apply to the drinking vessel in 
promiscuous use.

The grand master stated: that he did 
not believe that an.Odd Fellows’ home 
is necessary, at this time and thinks 
that contributions for the relief of wid- 
ows and orphans by the grand and 
subordinate lodges solve the problem. 

* Grand Secretary’s Report. 

The report of the grand secretary 
showed that during the year 22 néw 
lodges were instituted, four abolished, 
making a net gain of 18. There are now 
508 lodges in the state. During the 
year 4,714 men were initiated, but sus- 
pension for non-payment of dues num- 
bered 3,909. The-net gain is 969, giving 
the order a membership of 36,034. 

Grand Master Roberts says that the 
problem of suspension for non-payment 
of dues is the most serious one that 
confronts the order and that if prompt 
payments can be secured the oder will 
reach a membership of 50,000 within 
two years. 

Grand Treasurer Davis reported that 
the grand lodge had on hand $15,000 
and that the income last year was $23,- 
000.

ANOTHER OUIET DAY 
IN THE COTTON MARKET 


iquidation and Rumors That 
‘Bulls Were Selling Caused 
Yc Decline. 


"New York, May 24.—It was another 
quiet day in the cotton market and 
mear months continued relatively 
easier under further scattering liqul- 
G@ation and rumors that some of the 
large bull interests were sellers. The 
close was steady, net 13 points lower 
to 2 points higher, near months being 
8 to 13 points under the closing fig- 
ures of yesterday, while later positione 
were 6 points lower to 2 points higher. 
“The opening was steady at a decline 
of 3 points on August, but generally 
unchanged to 4 points higher, in sym- 
pathy with better cables than expected 
and there was some covering on new 
crop positions, on the failure of the 
early weather map to show any pre- 
cipitation in droughty sections of the 
belt. There was rather active selling 
of July and August, however, and the 
Garket became very nervous after the 
call, partly because of rumors that the 
near month selling was for the ac- 
count of a leading spot interest. At 
any rate, prices weakened, some stop 
orders were uncovered on the decline 
and July broke to 15.82, or 12 points 
t lower, while August sold off to 
15.29, or 16 points under the closing 
figures of yesterday. 
New crop positions were relatively 
“Wheady and after the execution of the 
‘ stop orders the market rallied several 
points from the lowest, but the east- 
ern belt forecast calling for thunder- 
storms in the Carolinas and the de- 
tailed weather reports showing pre- 
cipitation at several stations in these 
etates, encouraged a renewal of the 
selling movement during the middle 
of the day and prices reached the 
lowest level in the afternoon, with Au- 
gust selling at 15.26 and with local 
professionals a little more aggressive 
on the bear side, owing to a feeling 
that leading bull interests were not at- 
tempting to advance the old crop and 
that the government condition report 
due a week from next Friday would 
show a condition above the ten-year 
average. The close was within a point 
or two of the lowest on most posi- 
tions. 

Private cables attributed the rela- 
tive steadiness of the Liverpool market 
to bull support and there was some 
talk of a better demand. 

Receipts today 6,762 bales, against 
7,984 last week and 6,418 last year. 
For the week 60,000 bales, against 
65.427 last week and 656,585 last year. 
Today’s receipts at New Orleans 3,850 
bales, against 2,578 last year, and at 
Houston 65 bales, against 826 last 
year.

The forecast called for fair weather 
e-erywhere except in the Carolinas, where thun- 
der showers were predicted. -The Carolinas need 
rain and the forecast would have been called very 
favorable if showers hadi been promised in a 
few other sections of the belt. At the end of 
the first half hour of trading, the old crops 
were 8 to 10 points under yesterday's close; the 
new crops first advanced 3 points, but at the end 
of the first balf hour of businesz were at ye- 
terday’s closing level}. 

By the middte of the morning, {it was known 
that about 2.500 May notices had been circulated. 
Offerings ia the old crop months continued free, 
Dut the deciine was not widened because spot 
houses quietly absorbed what the ring had to 
eell. The new crops fell off until they were 
2 to 3 points under yesterday's close. The 
market was dull from the middie of the morn- 
ing on, but the undertone was steady enough and 
prices made some recovery.

CONDITION OF CROP. 
New Orleans Men Discuss 
i Cotton, 


ae 

New Orleans, May 24.—The cotton market is in 
a waiting attitude, owing to the fact that to- 
morrow enfg the period to be considered in the 
fret report of the season on the condition of 
erop by the government. This report, 

with the annual report on the acreage planted, 
will be issued a week from Friday and. until 
that time it will take developments out of the 
ordinary to stir up any special trading. 

Of the two reports, that on acreage is 
ed jn this market and over the south generally, 
as the more important because it is the general 
Opinion that at this time of he year no very 
clear idea of the cendition of the crop can be 
obtained. Much cotton is just up and, as «a 
rule, cotton just up looks to be in the pink of 
condition, Again, th® condition of the crop is 
reported every month throughout the growing 
season but the figures on acreage must stand until 
next season. 

It is generally admitted, even by the bulls, 
that the acreage has been increased. A can- 
vase of members of cotton exchange this morn- 
ing and also of prominent planters from different 
parts of the belt, who were on the floor, indi- 
eated that the bulls believe in an increase of 
above 5 per cefit. Conservative people who have 
no decided market opinion talk about 6 te 7% 
per cent increase, while the average bear thinks 
8 per cent. More cotton been planted this 
year than last. A few bearg talk about an in- 
crease of 98 to 10 per cent. Last year’s area 
planted was 35,418,000. 

The condition of the crop is put by the con- 
servative clement at about what it was last 
year, which was S82 per cent of the normal. 
Bulle claim that last year’s figures were too h'gh 
and aer not willing to admit a condition of 


over 80. They potnt to the..@routhy conditions 
In portions of the Carolinaaiiad Oklahoma as 
being serious and also calf attention to the 


backwardness of fhe crop in parts of Louisiana 
and Mississippi. Bears claim that present cen- 
ditions are extremely good. The more conuserva- 
tive among them claim 88 per cent, but there 
are many who talk 84 to 88.

Many Outbreaks Reported. 

Demonstrations were reported today 
at Zachatecas, Guadaljara and Tehuan- 
tepec> 
Jalisco was driven from Guadalajara 
and at Zacatecas four persons are said 
to have been killed. 

In this city business was suspended 
at 6 o’clock. Most buildings were pro-, 
vided with shutters and the windows 
of those not thus protected were prac- 
tically all broken by stones. There 
was little use of firearms save by the 
troops. 3 

By 11 o'clock tonight the sfreet cars, 
several of which had been _— stoned, 
ceased operating. Not a single taxicab 
or coach, of which there ordinarily are 
swarms, was to be seen. 

The elements favored the demonstra- 
tion, as for the first time in weeks rain 
did not fall in the early evening. The 
clouds withheld their burden until 10 
o’clock. With the downpour the crowds, 
which in the aggregate numbered thou- 
sands, began to disappear rapidly and 
at midnight only a devoted band of 100 
or so continued marching. 

Diaz Is Nery Ill. 

General | who has reserved the 
captain's quarters on a HMamburg- 
SX merican liner due to sail from Vera 
Cruz on the last day of the month, 
continues very ill, despite recent Op- 
timistic official reports. Mrs. Diaz in- 
formed numerous visitors today that 
her distingueshed husband has shown 
fever during the last five days, and 
taken nothing but liquid nourishment, 
chiefly hot milk. He still talks with 
difficulty, and is receiving absolutely 
no visitors. While his condition, ow- 
ing to his 83 years, is @ matter of the 
greatest solicitation, his wife said there 
was hope that he would be able to go 
the steamer on the appoint- 


aboard 
ed day. 

A heavy guard was maintained in 
front of the presidential residence un- 
til the mob which kad been shouting, 
“Viva Madero!’ and ‘ealling upon the 
president to resign, fled from the rain. 
Most of the soldiefs were then with- 
drawn to reinforce the patrols moving 
about the city. Twenty infantrymen 
in close alignment blocked. both en- 
trances to the street leading past the 
president’s house. 


Enraged by Delay About Resignation, 
The people were enraged by 


the announcement that President Diaz 
and Vice President Corral would not 
resign before tomorrow. 

Until 9 o'clock tonight the mob en- 
countered practically no opposition by 
the authorities, and apparently little 
restriction was necessary. Shouting 
vivas for Madero, they paraded the 
streets of the capital, but ways in 
an orderly fashion, except for the 
noise. Occasional instances of vandal- 
ism were immediately condemned by 
the thousands of marching men who 
joined in shouts of “Order! Order!” 

Hail of Bullets for Mob, 

At 8:30 o'clock it appeared that the 
crowd was dispersing. The main body 
had been broken into smaller groups, 
but at that time some of these had 
grown more demonstrative in the big 
plaza in front of the palace and the 


| police determined that! the time had 


come for drastic measures to be taken. 
The shouting, gesticulating mass of 
humanity was warned to move on, but 
a confidence born of better treatment 
earlier in the evening caused them to 
receive with derision the order of the 
police. Again they were told to dis- 
perse, and again no attention was paid 
to the order. 

Quickly their shouts of ridicule were 
turned into cries of anguish, for the 
guns of the police and the soldiers were 
throwing into their midst a hail of 
bullets. The living stumbled in a mad 
rush over the bodies of the dead and

Sharper and Longer the Shooting. 

The narrow streets leading from the 
Socalo were jammed with fleeing men 
and many women. For a few minutes 
the guns of the government were 
stilled, but a regathering in the street 
corners of the new thoroughly enraged 
as well as frightened partisans of Ma- 
dero resulted in another order to,fire 
at will. Sharper and longer now came

The force of thé iron hand was weak-

the early downfall of the present gov- 
ernment. 

Police and soldiers began an active 
patrol of-the streets but the lawless 
bahds merely moved onward to anoth- 
fer street when the soldiers were sight- 
ed. ; 

The presidential palace was crowded 
with visitors, thostly personal friends, 
who had called to pay their respects 
and to show their loyalty in the hour 
of the decline of his power. There were 
them, And they stood on the stairways, 
them, and thé stood on the storways, 
in the parlors and lined the corridors. 

Mob Cheéred Wilson. 

Almost at the moment of the begin- 
ning of the demonstration the Amer- 
ican ambassador, Henry Lane Wilson, 
drove up in his Ifmousine and entered 
the palace. He chatted for some time 
with Madame Diaz, the latter express- 
ing her regrets that the president was 
tod sick to receive any visitors. When 
the ambassador emerged he found 


|troops lined up in front of the palace 


and mounted police ‘at either. side of 
the block. 


The shouts of the mob crying “Viva 
Madero,” and “Death to Diaz,” tould 
plainly be heard by the ambassador, al- 
though they did not penetrate so far 
as the president's bed chamber, save 
whe s9me careless servant allowed 
the doors to remail: o\en for a moment. 

The ambassador’s mo.vr car moved 
with difficulty. During its progrers at 
different times grimy 
thrust inside and the diplomat saluted 
with “Viva el embajador!” (Live the 
ambassador. ). 

Thousands in the Mobs. 

The demonstrants gathered in sev- 
eral crowds, ranging in numbers from 
200 to 2,000. 

A dramatic incident occurred early, 
when one of the crowds came shouting 
up Avenida San Francisco, éncounter- 
ing a squad of twelve police and two 
officers. The mob compelled the police 
to dismount, and, while holding their 
caps in their hands, to shout “Viva 
Madero!” No one escaped ‘this com- 
mand, and, as indicating the temper 
of citizens generally, the cry was usu- 
ally given freely. 

In the early part of the outburst 
probably 70 per cent were boys and 
youths, with a sprinkling of women. 
Their numbers were increased later by 
many men. It was noficeable that a 
large percentage of these were not of 
the peon class, but from their garb 
business and professional men. ; 

A typical mob was that which repeat- 
edly moved through Avenida San Fran- 
cisco, numbering about 1,000. In the 
vanguard an immense lithograph of 
Madero, fastened to a wooden cross 
made-.of scantling, was carried. This 
was followed by several vehicles with 
wildly shouting passengers. Next came 
the Mexican flag, carried by the men 
on foot, and following this was borne 
an enlarged photograph of Madero fas- 
tened to a broom. 


Started in Chamber of Deputies. 


chamber of deputies, after that body 
had been in ses#fon more than an hour, 
and when it became known that the 
resignations of President Diaz and 
Vice President’ Corral weré not to be 
presented today. 

The chamber was crowded to its ut- 
most capacity, an@ the doors had been 
closed upon a large number who 
sought admittance, and who for a\time 
stood in orderly groups about the en- 
trance on the stairs and outside balco- 
nies and in the street. 

Then a number of men and boys ap- 
pgared bearing printed sheets declar- 
ing that General Diaz had refused to 
resign. That was a signal for an out- 
burst .of indignation. 

They took up the cry “Viva Madero,” 
and for a time stood about the cham- 
ber shouting and waving their hats. 


Led by a Young Woman. 


When the crowd started.on its march 
it was led by a coach in which stood 
a young waman of the better class in 
a white linen suit and wearing a big 
black feathered hat. She waved a 
Mexican flag and urged the men about 
her to a greater pitch of excitement. 
Beside her stood a young man holding 
aloft a large framed crayon of the rev- 
Olutionary leader. 

About the city they made their way, 
growing in numbers with every square 
traversed. They made a wide detour 
and attempted to include in their line 
of march the residence of the presi- 
dent. At the first notice of the gath- 
ering crowd, however, two squads of 
mounted police, carrying mausers slung 
across their backs, were rushed to the 
vicinity and posted on either end of 
the block. The marchers contented 
themselves by waving their banners in 
that direction, shouting ‘“Renuncia, 
Renuncia!”" (Resign, Resign), and the 
usual plaudits for Madero.
